I recall that in 
community, of course, to let world- 
title stood at 164% pounds, some- 
body sneaked in here from Weath- 
crford, Texas, got a choice selec- 
tion of seed — and the next season, 
stole our title with a melon weigh- 
ing 184 pounds. Hope won it back, 
however, in 1935 when O. D. Mid- 
dlcbrooks of Patmos produced the 
all-time big melon, 195 pounds.

Egyptian 
Cabinet 


Cairo, Egypt, Feb. 2 (/P) — Pre- 


mier Aly Maher Pasha called his 
cabinet together tofiay as the news- 
paper Al Misri reported' a new at- 
tempt by King Ibn Saud of Saudia 
Arabia to mediate Egypt's bloody 
dispute with Britain. 


A communication from Arabia 


was expected to be handed to Ma 
her Pasha today, the newspaper 
said. Last month Ibn Saud pro- 
posed to the 
previous Egyptian 


government that it and Britain set- 
tle their quarrel over control of the 
Canal Zone and the Sudan. Under 
his plan the British would with- 
draw their troops in favor 
of 


British-trained Egyptians within a 
year. The future 
of the 
Anglo 


Egyptian Sudan would be solved 
by the Sudanese themselves. 


The reported new note from Ibn 


Saud was believed to be a follow- 
up on this plan. 


Maher Pasha opened the way for 


negotiations with an announcement 
through his spokesman last night 
that he is willing to talk with the 
British. 


Maher Pasha's spokesman said 


"if a reasonable basis for nego- 
tiations consistent with Egypt's na- 
tional aspirations if rewarded' to 
us, we are ready to discuss these 
jroposals immediately." 


These aspirations, as expressed 


in laws passed last October 
by 


the WAFD dominated Parliament, 
are departure of alj the 50,000 Brit- 
sh troops guarding the Canal and 
unity of Sudan with Egypt. 


The premier, 
a political inde- 


pendent, was handed' the reins of 
government by King Farouk Sun- 
day after the former regime of the 
Wafdist Party failed to control wild 
anti-British rioting in Cairo. 


A calmer trend has been notice- 


able since Maher pasha took over, 
and peace generally has been re 
stored, both in, Cairo and the Ca- 
nal Zone.
